Boasting a double Rock Sand 
cross, like Hard Tack, Roger C. 
Hyatt’s 10-year-old brown gelding, 
Reconstruction, won the 40th Lake 
Forest Horse Show Renewal by a 
single point, last Saturday, June 22, 
near Chicago, Ill., as Crispin Ogle- 
bay’s celebrated Holystone, winner 
of the tricolor there in 1939, was 
placed Regérve.

Notes From 
Great Britain 


Sport, Sportsmen And The 
Turf Have Always Found 
A Way Out Of Adversity 


By J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 

Trainers, jockeys, stallion owners 
and those on the Turf who value tra- 
dition and good sportsmen, are view- 
ing the future with trepidation. 
When (and even before) the war is 
over there must inevitably be drastic 
changes in the ranks of owners of 
race horses. The top and bottom sec- 
tion may remain pretty much as now 
constituted, though with fewer and 
less costly bloodstock in training, but 
many in the middle section will find 
themselves compelled to drop out. I 
have heard this imminent change dis- 
cussed many times recently, and this 
week an old friend of mine, (a well- 
known trainer and at one time a very 
capable amateur rider), writes to me: 





“It seems to me that when peace 
time comes again a lot of good fel- 
lows now owning horses will have 
no money left to continue racing, so 
that there will have to be a new lot 
of owners as there were after the 
last war. Anyhow you and I can 
look back on some very happy times 
racing together during the last thirty 
years. I think you’ll agree that the 
best sportsmen in the world are to 
be met at the jumping game. I con- 
sider that Nat. Hunt jockeys are 

- heroes and earn much more than 
they get in view of the bad horses 
they get up on in all sorts of weather. 
Nothing maddens me more than to 
hear people on the stands derisively 
remark of jockeys, ‘He’s fallen off!’, 
when no one on earth could have 
stayed in the plate. How easy it is 
to criticise, especially for those who 
have never ridden over a country in 
their lives on either a good or bad 
jumper.” 

With regard to what my trainer 
friend says as to the future, it is no 
use being too pessimistic regarding 
the Turf, the chase, or polo. We may 
all be impoverished; we probably will 
be, but somehow sport and _ sports- 
men have always found a way out 
and ridden superior to adverse cir- 
cumstances. Some of us believe the 
younger generation will do so again, 
though the outlook for the future 
does not at the moment look very 
rosy. It always has been the case 
that as age, death or ‘financial em- 
barrassment’ have caused gaps in the 
ranks of sportsmen, there have been 
recruits to step into their places. 
Last season we had more keen young 
owners and amateur riders than ever, 
and one cannot but think that they 
will somehow weather the storm and 
again take up the reins of sport 
where they left off, even though they 
have to give up a good deal else to 
allow them to do this. 

It is good to know that the Mar- 
quess and Marchioness of London- 
derry intend to return to Wynyard 
Park and to make it their permanent 
home. Although the Wynyard stud 
has been maintained, the present 
Marquess has paid only occasional 
visits to Wynyard since he succeeded 
to the title, and there have been 


none of the big racing and shooting 
house parties there, as at the end of

HUNTERS UNDER SADDLE, HUNTER AND COVERT HACKS 


The judging of Hunters Under Saddle, Hunter Hacks and Covert Hacks is 
one of the most debated questions in the modern show ring, and yet, by 
separating them into three divisions, part of the problem is immediately 
settled 


infortunately, however, classes tor Covert Hacks are seldom in- 
cluded in prize lists, and so the argument continues, each expert sticking 


stubbornly to his line. In reality, the qualifications of these classes seem 
simple enough A little thought on the subject sorts the types into three 
definitely different groups 

Hunters Under Saddle are Hunters and should be judged as such. Con- 
formation is very important, for, although this Class asks a bit more of a 
horse than does the Model Class, he still is not asked to do all that he can. 
His mouth, manners and way of moving at walk, trot, canter and gallop, 
hould be seriously considered as well, but from the point of view of a con- 
veyance across country. “‘Will this horse,’ says the Judge to himself as he 
“Carry me comfortably to Hounds? Will he pull? 
enough? Will he be a pleasant ride no matter what the conditions 


vatches one or the othe 


of the day have to offer, or will he be sluggish and indifferent, or hot and 
dangerous?” Hunters Under Saddle may be shown in whatever bridle suits 
them best, and they can do the things most good Hunters do, such as playing 
a little, without being too severely criticized 

In this country fully seventy-five percent of the people who hunt use their 


hors for hacking as well, and Hunter Hacks, as its name suggests, is the 


Class for this dual purpose animal The perfect Hunter Hack should be 
hown in a double bridle, and should be well-broken, bitted, suppled and 
balanced Though his conformation should be that of a Hunter, his gaits 


manners and ability to give a good ride on the road or in the ring should 


be o 


more importance than the way he is made. He should be an alert 


active horse; an educated, interesting horse, and if he has a bit of brilliancy 
o much the better, though God forbid that he even suggest the Kentucky 
saddle horse 

Many Judges insist that Hunter Hacks are horses used to take an owner 
to the meet while his Hunter is taken on by a groom, as used to be the case 
in the days before automobiles The correct name for such a horse is a 
Covert Hack, and he is an entirely different type from either the Hunter 
Under Saddle or the Hunter Hack, for he is not a Hunter at all. <A strong, 
short-legged, compact little fellow that can be easily mounted, with a good, 
gsround-covering trot and canter and even a gallop that will make up time, 
if his master is late. He should be able to jump a few feet, so as to take 
advantage of short cuts, but his ability to go with Hounds doesn’t come into 
the question at all, for he is never asked to do so. It is a pity that these 
little horses have disappeared from the show ring. They were attractive 
and useful, but if a class were offered for them today it probably wouldn’t 
fill, or it it did, the entries would be a queer conglomeration, few of which 
would suit the qualifications 


While some Judges still claim that a Hunter Hack is a Covert Hack, there 
ive about an equal number that see practically no difference at all between 
Hunters Under Saddle and Hunter Hacks. It is not beyond reason that one 
horse should win both classes,—-after all they 


are both for Hunters,—but 
he should be shown in a different manner to do so. There should be differ- 
ent qualifications for the two classes, otherwise there is no point in listing 


them

markable consistency. At West Point, 
where, in classes reserved for civil- 
ians as well as in competition with 
the Army horses, he had his greatest 
opportunity, he won 2 classes, was 
2nd twice and cleared some 80 fen- 
ces without a knockdown. Foggy 
Morn is a big, blazed-faced chestnut. 
An earnest, conscientious horse, Joe 
Green, who rides him so well, takes 
him about his business very quietly. 
There is never any fuss or bother 
about his performances, nothing 
sensational, but a machine like ac- 
curacy which rarely varies. Brook- 
side, by Stephen Budd’s’ Hackney 
stallion Sir Gilbert, who used to be 
a famous Open Jumper in his own 
right, was ridden by Dudley Broth- 
well] and pushed Foggy Morn so 
closely at Ox Ridge that the jump- 
off for the Championship was one of 
the high points of the Show. Brook- 
side had already beaten Foggy Morn 
in the Touch and Out and the Jump- 
er Stake, and Mrs. Edward Lasker’s 
Modernistic had beaten him in an 
Open Class, but when it came to the 
Championship jump-off, Foggy Morn 
did his very best. It had to be good. 

The Hunter Classes were a collec- 
tion of stars with scarcely a horse 
among those entered that had not, 
at one time or another, accounted 
for Championships. From states as 
distant as Michigan, Virginia and 
Massachusetts they came to Ox Ridge 
to meet for the first time, and the 
Model Class the first day of the 
Show was well worth rising early to 
see, After due deliberation this went 
to Mrs. Lee’s beautifully balanced 
Glory Road, one time winner of the 
Glenwood National Steeplechase un- 
der the colors of Mrs. G. L. Ohrs- 
trom. Now Glory Road confines his 
activities to the much less strenuous 
work of Model and Hunter Hack 
Classes, but wins just the same, 


three such Classes being his total 
for Ox Ridge.

then Battle Day should be Reserve 
Champion. It is only through incid- 
ents such as these that really com- 
prehensive rules may be established, 
so, since this occurrence will set a

the last and the beginning of the 
present century. It was these house 
parties and the processions in car- 
riages with outriders, which gave 
quite a distinction to the nearby 
Stockton Race meeting. Not only 
were several of the most prominent 
members of the Jockey Club annu- 
ally amongst the guests at Wynyard, 
but also some of the most famous 
owners, and these made a point of 
running their horses both at the Red- 
car Summer meeting and that at 
Stockton which immediately follow- 
ed. 

It has always been understood that 
part of the interest in Durham coal 
fields came to the Londonderry fam- 
ily through the money Sir Harry 
Vane Tempest won over Hambleton- 
jan, a famous horse which was only 
once beaten and which has a promin- 
ent place in Turf history as the win- 
ner of the 1795 St. Leger, and of a 
mighty match against Diamond at 
Newmarket in 1799. One chronicler 
tells us, ‘‘The match created so much 
interest that there had never been 
such a throng of visitors at New- 
market. Not a bed was to be had 
within twenty miles of the place.” 
Hambletonian died the 27th of March, 
1818, and was buried quite near the 
Hall at Wynyard, a_ tree-planted 
mound marking the place. In the 
breakfast-room at Wynyard is a life- 
size painting by Stubbs of the great 
horse, and on the last occasion on 
which I lunched there, Lord London- 
derry remarked that he had never 
seen another painting of a horse with 
so much action in it The picture 
created a good deal of interest when 
in 1928 Lord Londonderry allowed it 
to be exhibited in London, and later 
when he lent it to the Tate Gallery.

Perhaps the most colorful event 
was the retirement ceremony for a 
horse named Flurry Knox, who is a 
thoroughbred and has given over 
seventeen years of continuous service 
here in the Cavalry School.

He has earned his service 
stripes the hard way..and yet, with 
it all he always seemed to come 
through smiling. We refer to none 
other than the Cavalry School veter- 
an Flurry Knox. A statistical re- 
sume of his service is published on 
page 73 of the official program, to 
which reference is made only, but 
it is of more than passing signifiance 
to note that in all his long service he 
has never injured a rider. He has 
taken care of the children, suffered 
in silence with the ladies and fol- 
lowed the Hounds in the most ap- 
proved fashion..truly a_ thorough- 
bred in every sense of the word. 
“Will everyone rise please? 

“To you, Flurry Knox, we say this. 
Of course we know you do not under- 
stand these words but we all want

Bouquet Handicap 
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Pastures May Be Rid Of Weeds By Method 
Of Soil Enrichment Over 3-4 Year Period 


Breeders Throughout East Find Weeds 
And Broom Sedge Are Evidence Of 
Impoverished Land

During my visit to the Upperville Horse Show, attended June 14th and 
15th, opportunity was afforded for observing a good many of the pastures 
within 40 miles of Upperville, Virginia. Some were excellent, but far too 
many were filled with weeds of various kinds, and a great many of them had 
much broom-sedge in evidence. 

It is possible to eliminate a large proportion of the weeds, and all of the 
broom-sedge within three or four years’ time. This has been definitely 
established by the work of practical breeders in Maryland, Virginia and Ken- 
tucky, and at the request of the Editor, this article outlining methods 
to follow to accomplish this is written for The Chronicle. 

Weeds and broom-sedge are indications of impoverished. land, as they 
grow where the land is too poor to sustain a vigorous turf of valuable grasses. 

The work of many breeders and experiment stations has established that 
the quick, practical procedure is to apply enough lime to overcome the acidity 
of the soil in such pastures as the first step. The amount to be applied will 
depend upon the particular soils, but this can quickly be determined by tests 
made by your county agricultural agent, or men he recommends. It is advis- 
able to apply about twice as much lime as the tests indicate to be necessary, 
for ground limestone is not all immediately available, and excess is not 
wasted, but remains in the soil for gradual utilization. The fine ground lime- 
stone, which is almost as fine as flour, is the most quickly available of any 
natural limestone, and usually the cheapest, but burnt lime is even finer, 
and in some cases is less expensive. Your county agricultural agent, and 
your Experiment Station, are the best guides on this. 

Lime can be applied at any time of the year, but December is a good 
month as freezing and thawing works it into the soil, and also tends to break 
down even the fine particles of limestone to available form. 

The second step is to apply super-phosphate. It is available in the 16% 
20%, and in the triple phosphate 18% .I1 understand that there is some of 
it available in the 60% form. Here again your county agricultural agent is 
in a position to advise how much should be used. As a general rule, too little 
is used, for it is costly and the tendency is to put it on thin with the result 
that quick, vigorous growth does not occur. 

Work at the Virginia and Kentucky Experiment Stations both indicate 
that if tests call for 8300 pounds of 20% superphosphate, it is advisable to 
apply about 500 pounds the first time. Early in February is a good time to 
apply it, as there is considerable thawing and freezing after this, and it is 
gradually worked down into the ground and is available in time to give rapid 
impetus to the grasses when they start in the Spring. 


On pastures that are particularly bare, it is advisable to dise them with 
the dise set fairly straight, then scatter a mixture of grass seeds and harrow 
them in very lightly. Most pasture is obtained where 7 or 8 different varities 
are sown on old pastures, for they fill up all the interstices, come to their 
maximum growth and palatability at different times, and choke out weeds 


The third step in building up pastures and eliminating weeds and broom- 
sedge is frequent clipping with the mowing machine. First cutting is usually 
early in June, another in July, and another in late August or early Septem- 
ber. The weeds and tall grass are raked up as hay and stacked for rough 
feed for large cattle during the following winter, and the young grass comes 
on apace, making better pasture for mares and colts, yearlings and two-year- 
olds, than if it had not been cut; but where mature cattle are being fattened, 
it is advisable not to cut the grass so frequently for they fatten better on the 
more mature grass. Even here, however, care should be taken to mow in 
mid June and again in early September to make sure that no weeds go to 
seed. 


Any Virginia farmer or breeder who will follow out these three steps, will 
eliminate mcst of the weeds, and all of the broom-sedge from his fields with- 
in three years’ time, and will double the quantity of feed obtained from his 


pastures. The quality,—nutritive value,—also is much improved
